From the fact that the Board of Health has been called on 
more frequently the past vear than heretofore to investigate 
conditions affecting public health interests, we infer that the 
people are becoming more enlightened in regard to health con- 
ditions and are interesting themselves to have, so far as Gan be, 
all unsanitary conditions avoided. Our immediate surround- 
ings, conditions that are a part of our daily existence, are bade 
often neglected or lost sight of altogether, Pure air, pure wa- 
ter, wholesome food, hygienic care of the person, and proper 
clothing to protect one’s self against the erratic changes of tem- 
perature, are of vital importance; and negligence in these mat- 
ters causes much suffering. The sink drain, the cesspool and 
the closet are sources of danger, and require much attention “to 
make them tolerable, Warner village has more thah 5,000 feet 
of thoroughly constructed sewer in its streets and all dwellings 
along these streets should be connected with the public sewer in 


the personal interests of the occupants and in the interests of — 
the public health. We again admonish our residents of the dan- 


ger of using for cooking and drinking purposes water drawn 
through lead pipe or from old wells without having had its qual- 
ity tested at the State Laboratory of Hygiene, . 

Water from Silver Lake reservoir has been tested at the 
State Laboratory at two different times during the past year to 
determine its quality at high and low water, and the results of 
both analyses were highly satisfactory. : 


There have been two cases of typhoid fever during the year. 
The water used by the family was drawn from a well near farm ~ 


buildings. The water was condemned after analysis at the State 


Laboratory. A case of scarletina occurred while the lad was at- — 
tending school. By prompt medical attendance and isolation of 


the patient, the disease was not imparted even to other children 

who were members of the family. ;

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Report. of the School Board. 


In accordance with statute law, the school year embraced in 
this report closed last July. The treasurer’s report, however, is 
for the fiscal year ending Feb. 15, 1904. 

Sixteen schools have been maintained for twenty-eight 
weeks each, except for slight variations caused by unavoidable 
conditions. 

All the affairs of the schools have gone smoothly, and about 
the same results have been obtained as in recent school years. 
The teachers have been faithful in the performance of their du- 
ties and scholars have been generally punctual in attendance 
and as studious as young scholars usually are. But the results 
obtained from the expenditure have not been all that could be 
desired and the reason for this we attribute to various causes. 
Schools have been kept with only four, five, six, and seven 
scholars of differing ages and degrees of advancement, so that 
‘in many instances each scholar constituted a class. In such 
eases there can be no emulation, little enthusiasm and only 
slight progress. Again methods of developing and educating 
pupils, especially in the lower grades, have been wonderfully 
improved in recent years. Teachers have been trained at nor- 
mal schools specially to do the best work in the schoolroom, but 
their services are in such demand that few country towns can 
pay the salaries they readily obtain and maintain so many small 
schools. The superintendence by the school board cannot be as 
helpful to the teacher and as beneficial to the school as the ser- _ 
vices of a superintendent devoting his whole time to school 
work. 

For better results our schools should be consolidated as much 
as is practical, our teachers should be encouraged to take courses 
of special instruction to better fit them for teaching, and our 
district should carefully consider the matter of forming a super- 
visory district with some of the adjoining towns whenever this 
can be arranged, and employ asuperintendent who is up-to-date 
in the best modern methods of educational development.

SIMONDS FREE HIGH SCHOOL. 


In the thirty-two years that our high school has been in op- 
eration, it appears to us that no period of the time has been so 
replete with good results and prosperous conditions for future ~ 
advancement as the present year. Simonds Free High School 
has always shown that it is endowed with sufficient vitality and 
progressive tendency to ensure it a continuous career of growth 
and usefulness. At the last annual meeting of the district, the 
spirit of progress actuated the voters to appropriate means to 
increase the attractions and broaden the scope of usefulness of 
the school by adding a commercial course to the curriculum. 
Twenty-two students have successfully carried along the work 
of this course for two terms. Miss Eva H. Annett, a thorough 
scholar, and graduate of the Bryant and Stratton Commercial 
School, of Boston, is instructor in this department and under her 
discipline every student is required to do his work accurately. 

There were nine graduates in the class of 703, four boys and 
five girls. This class acquitted themselves with honor and main- 
tained the high standing that the graduates of the school have 
ever sbown. There are fifteen in the present senior class. 

Thirty-four have been admitted to the school this year. 
The whole number now enrolled is seventy-three, and of these 
thirty-two are from neighboring towns. — ? 

At the commencement exercises, prizes which had been of- 
fered by Mr..George M. Clough for excellence in arithmetic, and 
by Mr. George H. Sargent in English literature and English his- 
tory, were awarded as follows: The Clough prizes were won by 
William E. Montgomery, first, and by Blanche E. Wright, sec- 
ond, The Sargent prizes in English literature and English his- 
tory went to three young ladies, Sylvia Ashby taking both first 
prizes and Shirlie M. Davis, second in English literature, and 
May Fowler, second in English history. 5 

Of former members of the school on the lecture course list, 
Mr. George H. Sargent, George F. Bean, Esq., and Mr. George 
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M. Clough have already favored the school and the public with 
most excellent dissertations. 

The public entertainments given by the school have been of 
a high order, calculated to afford amusement and serve as a 
stimulus to higher mental and moral acquirement. The lyceum 
has served both as a means of recreation and amusement and to 
improve the participants in their essays, recitations and debates. 

Considerable interest has been manifested in athletic sports. 
Every one who is posted in regard to the results of cheerful ex- 
ertion will acknowledge that good results are derived from con- 
tests in athletic games, and it is a matter of record that those’ 
who have excelled in athletic exercises have also excelled in 
rank. 

In closing we must say what must be apparent to you all 
that our high school is in excellent condition, fortunate in the 
fact that it has an up-to-date, vigorous, progressive corps of in- 
structors, each capable of doing their present work, also of rais- 
ing the standing of the schoo! to a much higher plain, if by your 
inducements and your friendly appreciation you can retain Mr. 
Libbey, Miss Munster and Miss Annett in the positions in which 
they are doing such excellent work. 

Our high school is our institution and we should cherish and 
support it. On account of its beneficent influences hundreds of 
boys and girls, now advanced to middle age, love and bless it, 
and hundreds yet will follow who will be broadened in their 
ideas of life and in their capacities for happiness.

PRESIDENT’S REPORT. 


In my last report, I reviewed briefly the work of the pre- 
ceding six years and called attention to some of the changes and 
extensions which had been made in the administration of the li- 
brary, to secure a larger and more direct service, especially in 
the remoter portions of the town. I also noted the results of 
these progressive movements, in the marked increase in num- 
ber of borrowers and in number of books and periodicals loaned. 

During the past year this good work has gone on, the newer 
departments supplementing the central library in the effort to 
give all the people the largest possible facilities for the enjoy- 
ment of the library advantages. 

The carrying forward of these various movements has called 
for the co-operation, not only of the librarian and the trustees, 
in the several committees in which they are grouped for work, 
but also the co-operation of the school board, the teachers, the 
vacation custodians of the children’s branch service cabinets in 
the different districts, and the custodians of the branch stations 
at Melvin’s Mills and Davisville. 

All this newer work—and it is much larger in the aggregate, 
and often individually, than we are likely to realize—has been 
done from the start without one dollar of expense for the work- 
ers. I desire, therefore, as President of the Board of Trustees, 
to make this public acknowledgment and appreciation of their 
voluntary and invaluable services. 

The annual reports and records, as I have before remarked, 
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can only indicate in a general way the work done—but even the 
statistics make plain that the past year has been a year of ac- 
complishment. 

Through the children’s branch service and the two branch 
stations, 2417 books and magazines were loaned for home use— 
or about one fourth the number loaned from the central library. 

Adding these 2417 books and magazines to the 9573 loaned 
from the central library, we have a total of 11990—almost twelve 
thousand books and magazines loaned for home use during the 
year. 

If we add to all this the books consulted in the reading room, 
and the larger number of periodicals read there, and the books 
and magazines read during the Friday book-hour in the schools, 
and those used for supplementary reading in the classes, for 
recitations and essays, and helps in various studies—then we be- 
gin to get some idea of what the library is doing for the town. 

The income from the Foster fund, in addition to that from 
the town, has enabled the trustees, after paying the running ex- 
penses, to expend $183.37 for new books, and $42.70 for periodi- 
eals. The number of books added is a little less in proportion to 
the expenditure than formerly, because of the recent adoption 
of net prices in the book trade, reducing by so much the pur- 
chasing power of a dollar. 

In looking over the detailed reports of the central library 
and its branches, one is likely to note the growing popularity of 
the periodicals. This may be due in part to the change in the 
channels of literature—for, in addition to timeliness and pictorial 
attractions, much of the best thought of the day in all depart- 
ments, such as formerly reached the public through books, now 
reaches the people, first at least, through the magazines. At 
the central library about 10 per cent. of the loaning for home 
use has been periodicals—and this would doubtless run to 20 per 
cent. or more if the periodicals read in the reading room were 
included. In the children’s branch service the magazines form 
25 per cent. of the loaning. And at one of the branch stations 
the periodicals for 40 per cent. of the entire loaning of the year. 

The book committee have given much time to the considera- 
tion and selection of the best books in all departments that were 
within our financial limits. A review of the lists bulletined 
through the year will show that most needs and tastes have been 
fairly met. The lists include some books of notable importance 
and permanent value. 

It has been the purpose of the library to recognize in its 
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purchases, not only the great movements of the time, but also 
the local interests. In anticipation of the present crisis in the 
East, a number of informing and reliable books have recently 
been added. And in recognition of the importance of the inter- 
est in athletics in the high school, and among the young people 
generally, the magazine Outing, the best periodical dealing with 
athletics and all outdoor sports, has been added to the periodi- 
cal list; while in the book department have been placed several 
stories of football and baseball life in college, and a comprehen- 
sive work on ‘‘The Training of the Body’’—a book valuable, not 
only to those who would fit themselves for success in sports, bub 
also to those interested in the development and maintenance of 
good health. 

In conformity with the vote of the town establishing the 
Pillsbury Free Library, the accompanying reports of the Li- 
brarian and the Treasurer are respectfully submitted.

The books as a rule are in good condition; only one has been 
discarded. Those which came back from the Branch Stations, 
after two years’ use showed that they had been well cared for. 

_ It is worthy of note that in the years since the library was 
first opened, the number of books has more than doubled. The 
quality has been kept up to the first high standard. 
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Probably no library of its size in the state has so fine a col- 
lection of Biography; it began with the best, and ever since, sev- 
eral times during the year valuable additions have been made so 
far as the funds would allow, The same is true, to a reasonable 
extent, of history, science, religion and literature. In these de- 
partments there has been increasing interest. 


A great deal has been done for the children and young — 


people. Teachers, pupils and special students have had un- 
stinted liberty in the use of books and in'most eases it has been 
fully appreciated. In addition to this, there have beenrepeated 
instances where application has been made from out of town and 
even out of the state, by persons who could not obtain the infor- 
mation they needed from their own public libraries; and further 
it has been a frequent occurrence for strangers to make use of 
the Reading room in consulting books and taking notes for use 


in their school or club work, so that the library is becoming 


more and more in educational force in the world. 

As usual the library has been fortunate in receiving gifts; 
they came freely, and often from unexpected sources. The 
cases are not rare when some individual says: ‘“‘I wish to beiden- 
tified with this library.”? Several persons make a practice of

Another volume of Town Reports has been bound in uni- 
form style with the earlier ones making the set complete from 
the first in 1852; supposed to be the only one in existence. 
These reports and the 19 bound volumes of the Kearsarge Inde- 
pendent and Times are often consulted. Two manuscript cata- 
logues have been made of all the pamphlets, one by accession, 
the other alphabetical; these, also, are found very useful. 

Since the request was first publicly made for eertain maga- 
zines to make up files, odd numbers and whole volumes have 
been sent in, not only from our own townspeople, but from 
other towns and states; and we have been able, consequently, to 
complete several volumes. Of the 92 volumes of the Atlantic 
Monthly, 82 are now complete, and 30 of the 35 volumes of the 
Granite Monthly:—a gratifying result after years of persever- 
ance and painstaking. 

The statistics of the Children’s Branch Service and the two 
Branch Stations have been furnished by the chairman of the 
committee, and are as follows:

The fifteen cabinets of books and magazines sent out regu- 
larly to the schools have all been in use. The opening of a 
school in the Burnap District called for another. These sixteen 
eabinets were filled up anew in the spring and again in the fall, 
Most of them have been in service through the three terms and 
the two long vacations. 

During the year, from the beginning of the winter vacation, 
January, 1903, to the end of the winter term in January, 1904 
besides the use of the books and magazines at the Friday book- 
hour, and in various ways in connection with the studies, 1112 
books and 412 magazines were loaned for home use—a total of 
1524,
